Wilson Epitomizes Treaty Provisions on 


Which He Asks Ratification,

ON BOARD PRESIDENT WILSON’S SPECIAL TRAIN, 
Sept. 10.—Ten points in the peace treaty were defined by Presi- 
dent Wilson tonight as the fundamental principles on which he 
is asking its acceptance by the United States. 

Riding westward into Montana at the end of the first week 
of his speechmaking tour, the President made no stop for a night 
address, but, instead, made known through the newspaper cor- 
respondents the platform he desires to place before the people in 


his plea for the treaty’s acceptance. 


A few hours earlier he had 


told a crowd at Mandan, N. D., that his week of travel had con- 


vinced him that the people were for the treaty.

HURRICAN E HITS FLORIDA. 


Two-Million-Dollar Damage at Key West; 
Goulds, Small Town, is Destroyed.

KEY WEST (Fia.) Sept. 10.— 
Lower Fiorida was paralyzed today 
as @ result of the violent hurricane 
that passed over that section last 
night. 

Not a house in this city escaped 
damage. Three hundred and twenty 
frame buildings practically were 
razed, two church edifices were 
wrecked and five retail! stores tipped 
over. -The damage is estimated at 
more than two million dollars. 


Shipping off the coast met with 
disaster. Sé@veral small vessels were 
sunk and others were driven to the 
reefs. Tonight:a high wind and 
reugh sea prevented rescue work. 

In the little town of Goulds, near 
Miami, eight buildings were de- 
strOyed totally and thirteen were 
partially demolished. The hurricane 
cut a swath through the pine forest 
fiom Biscayue Bay and struck the 
village with terrific force. Only one 
house was left standing in Marathon, 
a small village. 

Aliheugh the property damage was 
enormous not a single fatality has 
been reported. 

The Mallory Hae steamship Comal 
broke loose from her dock during 
the hurricane and tonight was 
#eround in the harbor here. The 
veesel tonight was said to be safe 
and no lives were lost. Weather con- 
ditions tonicht had become prac- 
tically normal again.

“*(1.) The United States re- 
serves to itself the unconditional 
right to withdraw from the League 
of Nations upon the notice provided 
in Article I of said treaty of peace 
with Germany.’ 

“Tite provision in league cov- 
enant for withdrawal declares that 
any member may withdraw pro- 
ed it has fulfilled ali its interna- 
tional obligations and all its obliga- 
tions under the covenant. There has 
been much disputé as to who would 
decide if the question of the fulfill- 
ment of obligations was raised and 
it is very generally thought that this 
question would settied by the 
council of the League of Nations. 
The best that can be said about it is 
that the question of decision is 
clouded with doubt. Ow such a 
point as this there must be no 
doubt. The United States, which 
has never broken an international 
obligation, cannot permit all its ex- 
isting treaties to be reviewed and 
its conduct and honor questioned 
by other nations. The same may be 
said in regard to fulfillment of the 
obligations to the league. It must 
made perfectly clear that the 
United States alone is to determine 
as to the fulfillment of its obliga- 
tions, and its right of withdrawal 
must therefore be unconditional as 
provided tn the reservation.

These constitutional rights of Con- 
Kress must not be Impaired by any 
agreements such as are presented in 
this treaty, nor can any opportunity 
of charging the United States with 
bad faith be permitted.

“This reservation also covers 
the question of mandates. Accord- 
ing to the provision of the covenant 
of the league the acceptance of a 
mandate by any member is volun- 
tary, but as to who shall have au- 
thority to refuse to accept a man- 
fate for any country the covenant 
of the league fg silent. The decision 
as to accepting a mandate must rest 
exclusively within the control of the 
Congress of the United States as 
the reservation provides and must 
rot be delegated, even by inference, 
to any personal agent or to any 
delegate or commissioner.

it did not like what had been ac- 
complished by its armed forces. The 


peoples of Europe, said the Presi- |. 


dent, “are in a revolutionary state 
of mind’ and in danger of “substi- 
tuting one kind of autocracy for an- 


President Wilson spoke for some 
time on food problems. He said: 

“Men in despair do not construct 
governments, men in depair destroy 
governments. Men whose whole af- 
fairs are so upset, whose whole sys- 
tems of living are so disrupted that 
they cannot get food, that they can- 
not get clothing, that they cannot 
turn to any authority that can give 
them anything certain, cannot con- 
(struct governments. 

“I believe that with the exception 
of the United States, ere is not 
a country in the world that could 
live without imports. There are oniy 
one or two countries that can live 
without importing foodstuffs; there 
are no countries that I know of 
that can live in their ordinary way 
without importing manufactured 
gs00ds and raw materials—raw ma- 
terials of many kinds. 

WORLD AWAITS OUR LEAD. 


“Now, while we debate, the rest 
of the world is saying, why does 
America hesitate, we want to follow 
her. We shall not know which way 
to go unless she leads; we want the 
direction of her business genius. 
We want the suggestion of her ex- 
perience, but she hesitates; she yee 
not know whether she wants to 
in or not, and while she does, 
fellow-citizens, some among us do 
_ know whether we must go in or 
not. 

“There is no more danger of t 
American people staying out of th 
great thing than there its of owr re- 
versing all the precedents of our 
history, forgetting all the blood that 
has been spilt, so much precious 
blood to the te. But in the 
meantime the delay is endangering 
the whole world and ours, of course, 
along with the rest, because we are, 
— the — nning, in my opinion, 
nstrumentally, important part of 
the world. on 

“Now, Article X has no operative 
force in it unless we vote that it 
shall operate. Under Article X, 
every member of the league under- 
takes to respect and preserve the 
territorial integrity—to protect and 
preserve against external aggres- 
sions and sustain the political inde- 
pendence of the other members of 
the league. So far, so good. 

“The second sentence provides 
that in case of necessity the coun- 
efi shall take such steps as are 
ne to carry out the obliga- 
tions of that conference, that is to 
say, what force is necessary there. 

“Now the council cannot give that 
advice without a unanimous vote. 
I* can't give the advice withwut the 
affirmative vote of the United States 
unless the United States is a party 
to the controversy in question. Let 
us see what that means. 

JUST WHAT IT MEANS. 

“Do you think that the United 
States is likely to seize somebody 
else's territory Do you think the 
United States is likely to disregard 
the first sentence of the article? 
And if she is not likely to begin an 
aggression of that sort, who is like- 
ly to begin it against her? 

“Is Mexico going to invade us 
and appropriate Texas’ Is Canada 
going to come down with her nine 
or ten million and overwhelm the 
hundred millions in the United 
States? Who is going to grab our 
territory? And above all things 
else, who is going to propose, who 
is going to entertain the idea after 
the rest of the world has said no” 
But suppose that somebody does 
attempt to grab our territory or we 
to attempt to grab some y else’s 
territory, then the war is ours any- 
how, so what difference does it 
make what advice the council gives? 
So unless it is our war we can’t be 
dragged into a war without our ewn 
consent. If that is not an open and 
shut security I don’t know of any. 
And yet that is Article X. 

“I don’t recognize this covenant 
when I hear some other men talk- 
ing about it. I spent hours and 
hours in the presence of the repre- 
sentatives of thirty other nations ex- 
amining every sentence of it up and 
down and crosswise, and tried to 
keep out of it anything that inter- 
fered with the essential sovereignty 
of any member of the league. 

“T carried over with me in March 
all the suggestions made by the 
Foreign Relations Committee of the 
Senate and they were all accepted. 
Yet I come back and (find that I 
don't understand what the docu- 
ment means and I am _ told. that 
plain sentences which I thought 
were written in unmistakable lan- 
guage mean something that I never 
heard of, and that nobody else en- 
tertained as a purpose. But what- 
ever you may think of Article X, my 
fellow-citizens, it is the heart of 
the treaty; you either have got to. 
take it or you have got to throw the 
world back into the old contest o*% 
land titles which would upset the 
State of North Dakota or any other 
part of the world. 

FOES FORMER ADVOCATES. 

“Some of the very men who aré 
now opposing this peace covenant 
were most eloquent in support of 
an international government which 
would be carried to the point where 
the exercise of independent sov- 
ereignty would be almost stopped. 

“And if we don't enter into this 
covenant, what is our situation’? 
Our situation is exactly the situa- 
tion of Germany herself, except that 
we are not disarmed and Germany 
is disarmed. We have joined with 
the rest of the world to defeat the 
purpose that Germany had in mind. 
We now hesitate to sign the treaty 
that is supposed to disarm  Ger- 
many. She is disarmed, neverthe- 
less, because the other nations will 
enter into it. And they planted in 
their heart, planted in the hearts of 
those sixty million people, maybe, 
the thought that some day by gath- 
ering their forces and a change of 
circumstances, they may have an- 
other chance, and. the only other 
nation that they can look to is the 
United States. 

“The people of Europe do not be- 
lieve in the things that have been 
upon; they mean to do 
with the  tHings that have 
In the mean- 
time some of -them, particularly 
Russia, are in the danger of doing 
most dangerous things, and substi- 
tuting one kind of autocracy for 
another, rejecting the Czar, who 
was cruel at times, and setting up 
the present masters, who are cruel 
ali the time, to seize everybody's 
property, to feed only the soldiers 
that are fighting for them. There 
sre no people in the world fuller of 
sentiments of good will and of good 
fcllowship than the people of Rus- 
sia. They are in the grip of a cruel 
autocracy. They dare not appeal to 
the people. 

“Do not let us expose any ef the 
rest of the world to the n of 
going through any such terrible ex- 
perience as that, my fellow-citizens. 
We are at present likely to assist 
their cause. The world is in disor:

Steel Strike is First Move by 
Radical Element. 


To Launch Party with Candi- 
date for President. 
Refuse to Wait ta Confer- 

ence at White House.

“All of this, with the cold-blooded 
and brutal murder of seven of our 
organizers and members by steel 
mill guards and professional gun- 
men during the past few days, has 
made it impossible to restrain em- 
ployees any longer. In view of the 
stubborn and uncompromising at- 
titude of th’ steel trust officials 
there is no alternative left to the 
committee except to comply with the 
demands of the steel workers for re- 
lease and to declare a strike to be- 
come effective Monday, September: 

FOLLOWS “WILSON’S REPLY. 

The decision to order the strike 
came within a few hours after the 


Steel Organization Committee had 


received a reply from President Wil- [| 


son to the message sent ast night 
stating that unless assurances could 
be given within forty-eight hours 
that a conference with the United 
States Steel Corporation would be 
brought about final action would be 
taken. 

The text of the President's reply. 
to the message from the union lead- 
ers Was not disclosed but it was un- 
favorable. 
President, in his message 
last week replying to Sam-:iel Gom- 
pers, said that he was very much 
discouraged over the result of his 
efforts to induce E. H. Gary to meet 
a committee from the labor federa- 
tion. Today's message, it is said, 
declared that the President's effort 


to move the steel magnates had 
completely failed. 
“Wedo not feel at Mtliberty to 


make public the text of the Presi- 
dent's message,’ said Fitzpatrick 
“We are perfectiv willing that the 
President should make it public but 
in absence of instructions from him 
we canfiot give it out.” 

“The committee's action. makes it 
obvious that the President's effort 
te induce Gary to meet the union 
men has failed, does it not?” Fitz- 
patrick was asked. 

“You will have to draw your own 
conclusions,” he replied. 

TELEGRAM TO PRESIDENT. 

The text of the telegram sent by 
the steel] committee to President 
Wilson at the close of yesterday's 
conference follows: 

“Secretary Tumulty’s telegram of 
September 5 to Samuel Gompers 
was read today (Tuesday) at the 
meeting of the presidents of the 
twenty-four international unions in 
the steel] industry and given the 
most careful consideration. 

“After a long and earnest discus- 
sion of it the undersigned were in- 
structed to wire you ‘requesting a 
more definite statement as te the 
possibility of an early conference be- 
ing arranged by your efforts between 
the heads of the United States Stee! 
Corporation and of the unions in- 
volved. 

“The conditions in the industry are 
steadiiy growing worse, with large 
numbers of union’ men being dis- 
charged and otherwise discriminated 
against and abused, and it will be 
impossible to hold our men much 
longer from defending themselves 
by striking unless some genuine re- 
lief is vouchsafed them. 

“Our meetings will remain in 
session here for forty-eight hours 
awaiting your reply before taking 
final action. Please sen’ answer 
to John Fitzpatrick. chairman of 
the national committee."' 

The telegram was signed by John 
Fitzpatrick, M. F. Tighe. William 
Hannon and William Z. Foster. 

WILL AFFECT WIDE AREA. 

Twenty-four international § trade 
unions will be involved in the strike 
which leaders of the strike move- 
ment tonight said would be centered 
chiefly in the Chicago, or Calumet 
district; the Ptsburgh district, 
Cleveland and Youngstown, O., dis- 
tricts. and the Birminghain districts 
where plants of. the United States 
Steel Corvoration’ are located. 

According to Chairman Fitzpat- 
rick more than 300,000 men will 
join the strike, 125,000 of them in 
the Chicago district, which embraces 
all steel] and subsidiary plants in 
South Chicago, Waukegan, North 
Chicago, Joliet, DeKalb, Peoria and 
Rockdale, Keonsha and Mil- 
waukee, Wis.; Gary, Hammond, In- 
diana Harbor and East Chicago, Ind. 

In the Pittsburgh district, which 
is the principal center of the steel 
corporation's interests, ere a score 
of big plants, several of them in 
Pittsburgh and others located at 
Clarion, McKeesport. Homestead, 
Donora, Monnessen, Rankin, Brad- 
dock, Sharon, Steelton, Johnstown, 
Midvale, etc. 

In Ohio there will be affected 


plants in Cleveland and its envigons, | 


and all plants in the Youngstown 
district which includes Canton, War- 
ren, Struthers, Alliance and Mas- 
silon.

KENYON SAYS LEAGUE

DEFENDS DELAY IN COMMITTEE 
BY CLAIMING ISSUES

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—If the 
League of Nations had not been in- 
tertwined in the peace treaty “the 
Shantung proposition and the over- 
preponderance of the voting power 


of Great Britain” would have been 
practically the only thing to have 
seriously delayed ratification, Sen- 
ator Kenyon, Republican, of Iowa, 
declared today in an address in. 
which he demanded strong reserva- 
tions to the league covenant. 

Declaring the American people 
had no opportunity to vote on the 
treaty question, Senator Kenyon in- 
sisted they wanted no politics in the 
adjustment of it; that they want 
peace, but demand. that the league 
covenant be “Americanized.” 

During a side debate on the 
League of Nations today Senator 
Norris, Republican, of Nebraska, 
charged that President Wilson 
“spent money like a drunken sail- 
or” in Europe, “cavorting around. 
with the representatives of foreign 
monarchies.” 

In reply to a question as to what 
he would have done, Senator Norris 
replied: “I would not have taken 
1500 people to advise me unless I ex- 
pected to take their advice.

VIEW ALASKA’ 
GREAT VOLCANO 


Prof. Griggs it is 
in the’ W orld. 
Declares it will Never Repeat 
Eruption of 1912. 
Valley of Ten Thousand 
Smokes Full of Fissures. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
KODIAK (Alaska) Sept. 9.-—A 
National Geographic Society expedi- 
tion, headed by Prof. Robert F. 
Griggs of the Ohio State University, 
arrived here safely today, after 


spending the summer exploring 
Mt. Katmai and the “‘Val'ey of Ten 
Smokes” on the Alaska 
mainland. 


SEATTLE, 


Sept. 10.-~Alaska’s 
great volcano, Mt. Katmai. and the 
near-by “Valley of Ten Thousand 
Smokes" visited by Prof. Robert F. 
Griggs of the Ohio State University 
and a party of scientists, some day, 
it is thought, will be one of the 
world’s great show places and 
eventually its geysers probably will 
become better known than the 
present dying geysers of Yellow- 
stone Park, 

Two years ago, in the summer of 
1917, Prof. Griggs made his first.trip 
into the Katmai country, heading an 
expedition sent by’ the National 
Geographic Society to study the 
causes and results of Katinai’s great 
eruption of 1912. Kodiak Island, 
near Katmai, was buried under a 
foot of ashes by the eruption. 

The Katmai crater is the largest 
in the world, Prof. Griggs reported 
when he returned. He also de- 
Clared the great volcano was as 
docile as a lamb and probably woulg 
never repeat its blast of 1912, at 
least not for a thousand vears. The 
erater, he said, is over nine miles in 
circumference and ig 3500 feet deep. 
The scientists reported they discov- 
ered a mud flow seventeen miles 
long. 

WONDER OF WORLD. 

“The Valley of Ten Thousand 
Smokes.” Dr. Griggs described as 
oOhe of the wonders of the world, for 
it contains millions of gas fissures 
in an area of 100 square miles. The 
holes, he explained, are safety valves 
through which Katmai is ‘etting off 
steam and guses, thus making an- 
other big eruption impossible. 

A party of motion-picture actors 
also visited the Katmai country this 
year and filmed the smoking vents. 
They recently returned to Cordova, 
Alaska, and reported they believed 
it would be possible to build an au- 
tomobile road around the entire 


ley. 

The big floor of the vailey, once 
flowing mud, is cooling off, accord- 
ing to Indians who guided the mo- 
tion-picture people. Parts of the 
floor that are solid, were in a semi- 
mg condition two years ago, they 
sai 

Glaciers, as well as steaming 
vents, are found in the valley. The 
moving-picture people reported that 
in one of the valley's three arms 
they found a large glacier at the 
foot of which was a beautiful co- 
bait blue lake of hot water. In an- 
other arm is located “Falling Moun- 
tain,”’ down whose sides huge boul- 
ders roll continually. 

Katmal and the smoking valley 
are located in the far southwestern 
corner of the mainiand of Alaska 
Dr. Griggs, when he went into the 
country, took a mail boat to Kodiak 
Island. From Kodiak he went across 
Sheriloff Strait to the mainiand in 
a launch,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Total 


collections of internal revenue from 
all sources for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1919, amounted to $3,839,- 
950,600, an increase of $145,830,900 
over 1918, Commissioner Roper es- 
timated today. 

Income and excess profit tax col- 
lections for 1919 amounted to §$2,- 
596,008,700, a decrease of $243,089,- 
200 from 1918. An explanation of 
this decrease is found in the fact 
that these taxes may be paid in four 
equal installments with the last two 
payments falling due in the fiscal 
year 1920. It is estimated that the 
two remaining payments will amount 
to approximately . $2,000,000,000 
which will bring the total amount 
to approximately $4,707,000,000, the 
original estimate of recepitse from 
these sources, 

The revenue derived in 1919 from 
distilled spirits was $365,211,200, an 
increase of $47,657,500 over 1918. 
Taxes in 1919 on fermented liquors 
amounted to $117,889,600, 
crease of $8,446,2556.44. Taxes on 
tebacco amounted to $206,003,090 in 
1919, an increase of $49,814,400. 

Collections from miscellaneous 
taxes in 1919 show an increase of 
$388,360,209.20 over the previous 
year.

At the head of the First Division 
rode its commander, Maj.-Gen. Mc- 
Glachlin.

BRONZED BY GERMAN BUN. 


A chorus of Yankee cheers and 
rebel yells heralded the coming of 
the Sixteenth Infantry, their faces 
bronzed by German sun. On their 
regimental flag was the Croix de 
Guerre. Like all the units, they 
marched in close order, with light 
packs and haversacks, mess kits and 
canteens. Their bayonets were af- 
fixed to the rifles. 

After them came the Eighteenth. 
the Twenty-sixth and the Twenty- 
eighth, their colors twined with the 
fourragere of France, a special 
tribute to their heroism. 

The First Artillery Brigade, a 
banner announced, was composed of 
men from forty-five States and Ha- 
wali. . Its field guns were drawn by 
tractors. 

The Sixth Field Artillery, haul- 
ing the seventy-five-millimeter gun 
which fired the first American shot 
at the Germans on October 23, 
1917, was wildly cheered. 

After the infantry and artillery 
came rolling kitchens, ambulances 
and other field paraphernalia, with 
thousan of mules from Missouri, 
which is Pershing’s home State. | 

Perhaps the most impressive mo- 
ment of the parade was when the 
soldiers reached the altar of liberty 
at Twenty*third street, where drums 
were muffled, colors “dipped” and 
Officerw saluted in memory of the 
nation’s. heroic dead. 

When the first contingents reached 
Washington Arch, Gen. Pershing 
dismounted and, with his staff. 
drove back in motor cars to the 
Waldorf-Astoria, where they saw 
the remainder of the parade from 
the hotel windows. The procession 
took a little less than four hours to 
pass a given point. 

As the soldiers reached Washing- 
ton Arch they marched into the 
park, where Red Cross workers gave 
them forty truckloads of coffee, 
buns, cold ham and potato salad, pie 
and ice cream. Gen. Pershing, es 
fore going to his hotel, sampled th 
food and said it was “fine.” 

Shortly after nightfall all the 
members of the division except Gen. 
Pershing and his aides had left the 
city. The motor transport units, in- 
cluding 3400 men, started by road 
to "Washingten and will take five 
days en route.

RIGA, Sept. 3 (via London, Sept. 
§.)—Armistices and peace treaties 
come and go, but the war between 
Letvia and Bolshevik Russia goes on 
forever. I have just returned from 
a visit to the Lettish-Bolshevik 
front near Kreizburg. Kreizburg ts 
something over 100 miles from here,

We had with us an American

On this particular line there are only 
two locomotives, one pulling our 
train and one used for emergency 
military purposes. For some reason 
or other the Bolsheviki, Germans and 
Russians overlooked them when they 
ran off with the remainder of the 
Lettish rolling stock. The Germans, 
however, badly in need of rails dur- 
ing the war, tore up one of the two 
tracks, so that, in view of conditions, 
there is only one train daily each 
way between Riga and the Kreizburg 
sector of the front. 

The train was made up of one 
second-class coach, two third-class 
carriages, a couple of miscellaneous 
cars fitted with hammocks for the

In two days’ travel of about 800 
miles I saw only half a dozen re- 
pair jobs under way. 

The farm land is not nearly ¢0 
badly torn up as in France and 
Belgium, however, and this summer's 
crop in rye, oate and flax and fruit 
has been good. 

LABOR IS NEEDED. 


The principal trouble is lack of 
labor and farm tools. I drove past 
field after field, each worked only 
two or three old women, wrinkled, 
bent, and feeble, toiling away in the 
hot sun, with heads covered wit 
the typical white kerchief-lakarat of

There was a marked absence of 
young people in the, fields and vil- 
lage streets as I rode along.

TOOK DEBEKKER’S WORD. 

“I took DeBekker’s word,” he re- 
plied. 

Earlier examination of MacDon- 
ald developed that the Mexican com- 
mittee of the League of Free Na- 
tions Association is virtually the on- 
ly active part of the organization, 
that its free news service on Mex- 
ico is conducted by L, J. DeRekker, 
a former newspaper man: that the 
matter sent out by DeBekker is sel- 
dom, if ever, examined by anyone 
else in the organization and that 
the Mexican correspondent of the 
league is George F. Weeks, editor 
of the Mexican Review, a _ Latin- 
English monthly now published in 
Mexico City, but during the war 
period published in Washington un- 
der the joint auspices of the Com- 
mittee on Public Information and 
the Mexican government. 

Charges that an organized pro- 
paganda is at work in the United 
States to force armed intervention 
in Mexico are. based largely on 
“loose statements, such as we make 
when we are making speeches or 
writing articles,” according to Dr. 
B. Winton of Nashville. Tenn., & 
member of the Mexican committee 
of the League of Free Nations As- 
sociation, who testified this morn- 
ing. The propaganda charges, Dr. 
Winton said, generally grew out of 
public utterances or articles, ‘“‘paint- 
ing a gloomy picture of conditions 
in Mexico,” which may have been 
circulated without any connection 
with “propaganda.” 

“In many statements I have made 
or that have been made by those 
with whom I am associated,” said 
Dr. Winton, “you may find charges 
that indicate I believe that certain 
people are working to promote 
armed intervention in Mexico. Pub- 
lie utterances and articles which 
seek to weaken the hands of the 
present government in Mexico, by 
painting a gloomy picture of con- 
ditions in Mexico, lead to the belief

that intervention is necessary. This 
may lead to the charge that those 
who are opposing the Carranza gov- 
ernment are working for interven- 
tion. I believe it is a question not 
of motive, but of consequences. I 
hope the government in Mexico will 
be established and will pass into 
the hands of another man after the 
without serious fighting 
among the Mexicans and without 
war between the United States and 
Mexico.” 

Dr. Winton said he had been an 
missionary in Mexico 
from 1888 to 1902, and that he had 
made various trips into the country 
since then. 

SCHOOLS SUBSIDIZED. 

Dr. Winton questioned by Sena- 
tor Fall disclosed that miérivon 
schools conducted under the direc- 
tion of Samuel Guy Inman, now 
secretary of the committee on 
Latin-American co-operation of the 
inter-church movement in Saltillo 
and in Piedras Negras, has been 
subsidies by Venustiano Car- 
r when he was Governor of 
Coahuila under the Madera govern- 
ment. Dr. Winton said that so far 
as he knew these subsidies were stil] 
paid. He said he knew of no other 
religious organizations which re- 
ceived the subventions. Dr. inman, 
who testified yesterday before the 
committee, is a vigorous defender cf 
the present regime in Mexico. 

“I am horrified,’ said Dr. Winton, 
“at the casual way in which many 
people in the United States talk of 
war with Mexico. The Mexicans 
have a strong national spirit and the 
sending of troops into Mexico would 
mean war. They have a definite 
sense of patriotism and even the 
boys in the schools demonstrate their 
nationalism, 

MEXICANS PATRIOTIC. 

“They all cry ‘Viva La Indepen- 
dencia.” Many of them do not know 
what ‘independencia’ means, but 
they believe in it just the same.” 

Dr. Winton was questioned close- 
ly as to a published interview in 
which he took exception to ihe state- 
ment that only one-third of Mexico 
was under Carranza control. 

“Any person who says that two- 
thirds of Mexico is controlled by the 
rebels,” read the statement, 
either a liar or an ignoramus, or 
both.” 

Dr. Winton said this was “one of 
those statesments we make when we 
are making speeches, or giving in- 
terviews.” He was questioned at some 
length as to present conditions in 
Mexico, but declared he had little 
knowledge of details.

Audience in Shirt Sleeves 
Perspires and Cheers. 


(BY A. BP. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—Crowds to- 
night in vain besieged the Audi- 
torium Theater, where lLepublican 
Senators began their western speak- 
ing tour in answer to President Wil- 
son's demands for unconditional ac- 
ceptance or total rejectio:n of the 
peace treaty and League of Nations 
covenant. Before 8 o'clock, the hour 
for opening the speaking, the thea- 
ter was filled and thousands of per- 
sons were left in the strecis. 

The thdusands within and with- 
out had come to hear Senators Wil- 
liam §©. Borah of Idaho, Hiram W. 
Johnson of California and Medill 
McCormick of LUlinois,* the? latter 
presiding at the meeting, expound 
their views of the peace treaty and 
league covenant and reply to 
President Wilson's utterunces on 
his swing around the country. 

Senator Johnson had spoken 
earlier in the day at a luncheon at 
the Hamilton Club, but Senator 
Borah did not arrive until late in 
the day and voth delivered night 
addresses formally starting their 
campaign of the West. 


CROWD CHEERS SENATORS. 


‘The crowd outside was led into 
repeated cheering by a t4an who 
shouted that Senator Jolt.ason would 
be the next President. The cheer- 
ing, however, seemed about equally 
vigorous at mention of Senators 
Borah and McCormick. 

While the throngs stormed about 
the various entrances aft the 
doors had been closed by che police, 
a parade was led by a eoldier in 
uniform blowing a bugie along 
Michigan boulevard. Several hun- 
dred persons were in line with ban- 
ners bearing such inscr.ption as 
“Welcome to the men who are bring- 
ing our boys back from Siberia,” 
and “We want our boys back from 
Siberia ” 


JOHNSON IS SARCASTIC. 


Senator Johnson, in his address 
repeated several -sectione. of his 
earlier address. He said in part: 

“The opening sentence cf the 
President at Columbus in his memo- 
rable swing around the circle struck 
with you as with me a responsive 
and sympathetic chord, ‘I have for 
a long time chafed at the confine- 
ment of Washington,’ he said, and 
ae we contemplate the extraordi- 
nary rigors of a White House exist- 
ence, the silent suffering there for 
the long period of a month and a 
half, as we visualize’ his igability to 
communicate to the cd@ntry the 
thoughts of which he says his heart 
was so full, as We,view the enforced 
restraint during is awful month 
which made it impossible for him 
from the nation’s capital to report 
to his fellow-citizens, we welcome 
enthusiastically his present trip and 
breathe a sigh of relief that the 
‘confinement’ in Washington is at 
least temporarily at an end. You 
bave read, doubtless, as I have, his 
various addresses what he terms his 
‘report to his  fellow-countrymen, 
concerning those affairs of the 
world, which now need to be set- 
tled.’ 

“You have searched, doutless, ag 
I have, yearningly and longingly for 
that report of which he speaks, and 
you may have discovered, as I fear 
I have, that his report apparertly 
bas degenerated into rather intem- 
perate and harsh criticigm, and ir- 
ritable and sometimes abusive char- 
ecterizations. We may charitably 
ascribe the President's condition tu 
his long ‘confinement’ of a month at 
Washington, of which he complains, 
and to the absence of that ready 
and subservient agreement which 
he demands for his most cryptic ex- 
pressions and his most mysterious 
acts. I am hoping, because of my 
knowledge of the Far Western State 
to which he is going, that its salu- 
brious climate and the  bailmy 
breezes of the Pacific may soothe 
his perturbed spirit and his 
anguished soul. 

TROOPS IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


Concerning the treaty Senator 
Johnson said: 

“If ite terms be carried out as 
written, it means American boys, 
for thirty years, and perhaps long- 
er, policing and fighting in foreign 
lands. And at this very time ne- 
gotiations are going on, how far the 
American people do not know, nor 
does Congress know—for American 
boys to be sent for an indefinite pe- 
riod into Asia Minor. All these 
things are done by the men at 
Paris, sitting in secret, and many 
of them will be continued by the 
same men or their representatives 
sitting in secrecy at Geneva. 

“The inexorable facts make the 
issue. Whenever Mr. Wilson de- 
scends to details, when he elimi- 
nates harsh characterizations and 
when he drops for the moment 
from the altitude where he is 
cryptic and mysterious; when he 
states a concrete fact or situation. 
his memory in every instance plays 
him false. 

SCORES SHANTUNG PACT.. 

““Great Britain,’ he id, ‘and 
others, as everybody ag in 
order to make it more certain that 
Japan would come into the’ war and 
so assist to clear the Pacific of the 
German fieets, had promised that 
any rights that Germany had in 
China should, in the case of the vic- 
tory of the Allies, pass to Japan.’ 
The facts are that Japan entered 
the war in 1914. The treaties made 
with Great Britain, France and 
Italy, by which Japan was to take 
Shantunge,. were made in 1917. There 
was neither a German fleet, nor 
German cruiser then operating in 
the Pacific. The promises were 
mutual, Great Britain stipulating 
for islands in the Pacific south of 
the equator, France for certain 
cther things. and Japan for the is- 
lands in the Pacific north of the 
equator, and for Shantung. These | 
cynical bargains were made at the 
time we persuaded China to enter 
the war and at the time we prom- 
ised China protection. Just as the 
ether three powers were euiltv of 
the grossest duplicity toward China 
and ourselves, we broke our faith 
when we became a party at Paris of 
the Shantung grab byw Japan. Now 
tthe President himself has charac- 
terized this part of the treaty In 
conversations with Senators quite 
as harshiv as I here characterize it. 


PEOPLE DID NOT QUIT. 
“We indorsed Mr. Wilson 
backed him up in his 


and, 
loudly ex- 


| pressed demand for the freedom of 
the seas, and when this was sur- 


| rendered, it was not the American 
people who quit. When his voice 
-resounded around the world for the 
removal of all economic barriers the 
American people were four square 
with him and the American people 
did not quit. When he demanded 
his fine idealism, ‘adequate guaran- 
tees given and taken that national 
armaments will be reduced,’ solidly 
the American people approved. But 
armaments were not reduced. The 
American people did not quit. When 
in his altruism he asserted, ‘A free 
open minded and absolutely impar- 
tial adjustment of ali. colonial 
claims’ there was ready acquiescence 
by the American people and the 
American people did not quit. When 
he made his basis of peace prin- 
ciples, ‘the destruction of every arbi- 
trary power that can separately and 
secretly disturb the peace of the 
world,’ the American people re- 
echoed his words which somebody 
forgot, but the American people did 
not quit. When again and again he 
demanded self-determination he had 
each time increasing approval and 
endorsement from the American 
people, and when self-determination 
was scrapped at Paris it wasn’t the 
American people who quit. When in 
clarion tones he declared ‘there can 
be no leagues or alliances or special 
cevenants and understandings with- 
in the general and common family 
of the League of Nations,’ there was 
immediate agsent from the Armerl- 
can people, but when Clemenceau 
grimaced and the words were for- 
gotten and a special offensive and 
alliance ‘with France 
written, it waen't the American peo- 
pie wie Gust. hen he said, ‘No 
people can be forced under a sov- 
ereignty under which it does not 
wish to live: no territory must 
change hands except for the pur- 
pose of securing those who inhabit it 
a fair chance of life and liberty,’ and 
‘no right anywhere exists to hand 
peoples about from sovereignty to 
sovereignty as if they were property,’ 
there was universal approbation 
from the American people, but when 
Japan with immobile countenance 
shook her head, it was not the Amer- 
ican people who quit. The Ameri- 
can people will play the American 
game, and they will never quit. They 
saw with sinking hearts the days 
passed at Paris when the flabbiness 
of good intentions surrendered to 
sordid cynical old world diplomacy 
and finally they held a sad intel- 
lectual inquest over a dead hope.” 
APPLAUD AND PERSPIRE. | 
Inside the vast theater the crowd 
applauded and perspired in  shirt- 
sleeves.

wildly cheered, and there were oc- 
casional comments from the crowds. 

“Nu two men who wrote that 
treaty can agree now as to what 
it means,” said Senator Borah.

Well, in 1916, he said, 
we must elect him, for he would 
keep us out of war. A few months 
later we were in the war. | don't 
belleve much in prophets. 

“I don’t want to go into the league 
at all, personaiiy, but I did not 
make the issue. Now I am particu- 
larly anxious to find a way out of 
it if we must go in. That is what 
the Senate wants to do now—a res- 
ervation which will provide a method 
of withdrawal. 

CROWD GIVES APPROVAL. 

“Do any of you want to go into 
a league that you can’t get out of?”

Cork Production in Sardinia, 

Cork trees are indigenous to Sar- 
dinia, and extensive natural forests 
are to be found upon the mountain 
slopes in the northern part of the 
island. The crop is cut every nine 
years. The process of industrial 
production is comparatively simple. 
The dried-out bark in its cylindri- 
cal form is first thoroughly steamed 
and flattened out under pressure. 
It remains in piles for about thirty 
days and reappears covered with 
blue mold. The bark is then care- 
fully scraped on both sides and cut 
into strips corresponding in width to 
the varying lengths of the cork 
stoppers desired. These strips are 
cut by hand into cubes. The cubes 
are put through high-speed finish- 
ing machines, which round off the 
edges and give the required taper.— 
(Detroit News.

A ruling handed down by Judge 
Valentine, yesterday, in the injune- 
tion suit of the Coast Shipping 
Company against Justice of the 
Peace Windle of Avalon and the of- 
ficers of the State Fish and Game 
Commission, hag the effect of pre- 
serving the fishing grounds off the 
east coast of Catalina Island for 
sport fishing, thus prohibiting fish- 
ing for the market. This ruling has 
been anxiously awaited by amsteurs 
from near and far, who make the 


ng them for 
fishing within the ‘three-mile limit 
off the east coast ; of Catalina Is- 
game r 0 plain 
Gecilared that they were 
without authority. 

The Fish and Game Commission- 
ers declared they had the power as 
Peace officers to make the arrests 
for violations of the law and would 
continue to do so unless restrained 
by the court. The legal question 
developed as to the constitutional- 
ity of the statute creating fish and 
game district No. 20. 

The plaintiffs declared the statute 
unconstitutional . because ths 


contained provisions applying to 
special districts. The act, it was 
declared, embraced more than one 
subject. although not so expressed 
in the title. 

Judge Valentine held that the 
act is not unconstitutional in that 
respect; that it does deal only with 
one subject, namely, the protection 
and preservation of fish and game. 
in dealing it makes 
rules a regulations special to s 
celal districts. 

Another point raised was the sec- 
tion defining this district. It refers 
fto the island as Catalina Island, 
when the legal name is Santa Cata- 
lipa Island.

HOW BEST TO MARKET 
OUR GOODS IN JAPAN. 


‘MERCHANTS GET MANY HINTS 
' ON NIPPONESE TRADING 
FROM PROF. INUL 


Declaring that merchants here do 
not realize the rich opportunities 
afforded by trade with Japan, Prof. 
Kiyo Sue Inui, of the department of 
political science of the University 


of South California, spoke yes- 
terday at the luncheon of the Traf- 
fic Club of Los Angeles at 741 South 


Broadway. Even more interesting to 
his hearers was his advice as to 
how to deal easily and profitably 
with the people of Japan. 

Mr. Inui said that Japan aspired 
to become a great manufacturing 
nation, but while she has coal 
enough for her own use, she is lack- 
ing in the other prime essential 
for manufacturing, iron, and for 
this she must depend upon 
China or the United States. So, to, | 
must she import more of] and gas- 
eline than ever before from the 
United States, even paying 75 cents 
a gallon for “gas.” Of Japan's total 
imports last yéar, 57 per cent. was 
in raw materials and 25 per cent. 
in sermmi-manufactured goods. Japan, 
said the speaker, needs two things 
urgently, labor-saving devices and 
partly-made goods that can be fin- 
ished cheaply in the island empire. 

Cotton is also needed very much 
by Japan, and the California article 
is much preferred, it being much 
superior to the East Indian grade, 


compress has yet been instal 
here for the trade. So, too, Japan 
needs dried fruit. canned goods, 
soda ash, caustic soda, artificial fer- 
tilizer to supplement her large im- 
portation of bean-cake; and the pro- 
fessor hoped that California would 
soon utilize her great supply of kelp 
for this purpose. 

As to shipping, the professor sug- 
gested that freight rates be-so re- 
adjusted as to insure a fairly even 
incoming and outgoing freight; that 
resident agents be appointed solely 
or jointly with other firms; that 
prices be quoted C, L. F. instead of 
F. O. B.: that direct financial con- 
nections be made for shippers; that 
a free zone be set up at the harbor 
and the port made a trans-shipping 
point of the Orient-Europe and Ori- 
ent-South American trade; that 
merchants study their foreign 
markets, people, and, if possible, 
their language, at first hand: and 
that efforts should be made to find 
out what the market can supply in 
return in order to save on ¢ 
and promote permanent trade. .- 

In conclusion, the professor de- 
precated the efforts of a few poli- 
ticlans, who, he said, are always 
trying to stir up ill-feeling between 
friendly nations and disturb amiable 
and profitable international trade.

TWO TORPEDO BOAT 
_ FLOTILLAS HUN NAVY. 


SOME OF VESSELS USED TO 
GUARD FOOD SHIPMENTS 
TO CZECHO-SLOVAKS. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDE §crx. } 
WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES 
IN GERMANY, July 27.—The Ger- 
mans have organized two fictillas 
of torpedo boats since the armistice 
and these constitute virtually all. the 
warships left in active servi ce in 
the Germany navy, according to 
information received here. 

One of these flotillas is described 
In Mittschiffs, a German naval 
periodical which has reached the 
American headquarters, as the Iron 
Torpedo Boat Flotilla. I[t consists 
of twelve torpedo boats which, the 
periodical says, have been engaged 
in maintaining order on the western 
coast of Germany. 

Some of the vessels of the flotilla 
have been used on several occa- 
sions for police work in the port of 
Hamburg. doing duty guarding 
allied food shipments to the Czecho- 
Slovaks and similiar work during 
perods of disorder. The flotilla has 
its headquarters at Wilhelmshaven. 
A landing corps of about 360 men 
Is distributed among the twelve 
boats, each of which has a platoon 
of thirty commanded by a naval 
Heutenant. The clothing and arms 
of members of this landing corps 
are the same as in the infantry. 

The other group of vessels, called 
the Haff flotilla, is supposed to be 
doing similar duty on the Baltic 
coast near the Russian boundary, 
with headquarters in Koenigsberg. 
The boats are armed with machine 
cuns, and in some cases with 3.7 cen- 
timeter guns as well. ‘The flotilla 
was organized for operation in con- 
nection with the Prussian 
Fretwillige corps and was until a 


few weeks ago subject to the com-/:~

TIPS NOT PART OF 
A WOMAN’S WAGES.

Tips and gratuities cannot be con- 
strued to be a part of the wages 
of women hotel and restaurant 
workers for whom a minimum wage 
of $13.50 a week, effective August 
17, 1919 is fixed, according to an 
order of the California Industrial 
Welfare Commission announced to- 


All women working in hotels, 
lodging houses, apartment-houses, 
restaurants, cafeterias and food 
catering establishments -as well as 
hospitals, except women in profes- 
sional hospital training, are affect- 
ed. 


Fifty cents a week additional must 
be allowed for laundry to those 
employees required to Wear uni- 
forms if the establishment § itself 
does not have this work done. 
Charges for meals must not exceed 


twenty cents for breakfast, twenty- 


five cents for lunch or thirty ents 
for dinner and the charge for a 
room cannot exceed $3 a week. 
Part-time employees working more 
than six hours a day and those 
working more than three and less 
than six hours a day are to be paid 
not less than $2 1-2 cents an hour. 
Those working three hours a day 
or less are to receive 35 cents. 
The eight-hour day rule applies

RUIN FOOD TO JUMP PRICE? 


Whether Japanese owners of mar- 
kets are destroying food in order 
Ito “reduce” or “increase” the prices 
was a question that arose yesterday 
in an exchange of letters between 
Chairman Dodge of the Board of 
Supervisors and Dist.-Atty. Wool- 
winé, In Dodge’s letter; he 
used the word “reducing,” but Mr. 
Woolwine took the letter at what 
Was meant and not what was said. 

Mr. Dodge's letter follows: 

“We are receiving complaints 
from a great many sources. indicat- 
ing that certain producers of food, 
namely, the Japanese. are destroy- 
ing the same rather than placing it 
on the market and in that way re- 
ducing the price of the commodity. 
From reports of the Food Inspector, 
I judge that this practice is carried 
on, at least to a limited extent. 

“Our board feels that this practice 
should be curbed, and I would like 
to ask if there is any law that would 
permit your department to prose-* 
cute offenders in this manner.

an ordinance by this board, and if 
the same were passed, could it be 
enforced ? 

Mr. Woolwine replied that. the 
destruction of food in the manner 
indicated would come under the 
Food Control Act and suggested that 
the rd take the question up with 
United States Attorney O’Connor. In 
addition he said: 


“T have the honor to acknowledge 
receipt of your favor of September 
10, 1919, in which you called my 
attention to certain complaints re- 
ceived indicating that certain pro-| 
ducers of food, namely the Japa- 
nese, are destroying same rather 
than placing ft on the market and 
in that way reducing the price of 
the commodity. I take it that the 
word ‘reducing’ is a typographical 
error and that you meant to use the 
word ‘increasing.’ 

Ten complaints against Japanese’ 
marketers wére asked of the Die- 
trict Attorney by County Inspector 
Kirkpatrick, who charges that they 
are violating the State Health laws 
by not protecting fruit and vége- 
tables from exposure under unsani- 
tary conditions.

There ia no excuse for the present 
price of sugar, Assistant United 
States District Attorney Young, de- 
clared yesterday, at the close of the 
hearing before the Fair Price Com- 
mittee in the Homer Laughlin Build- 
ing. He intimated further that 
there will be revocation of Food Ad-

jobbers and wholesalers if proef of 
profiteering is presented. It was tes- 
tifled yesterday that wholesalers and 
jobbers considered 25 cents sufficient 
profit per 100 pounds during the 
war, but at present make $1.15 on 
the same amount. This puts the re- 
taller at a disadvantage, as he must 
sell his stock at the government 
figure of 11 cents. 

Other facts brought out at the 
hearing tend to show ‘there is 
discrimination between large and 
small dealers in the purchase of 
fresh meats and sugar. One of the 
witnesses, David Moog, vice-president 
and general manager of Wilson and 
Company of California, packers, said 
one-half to 1 cent a pound additional 
discount is given the large markets. 
He stated the smaller dealers are 
Permitted to purchase any amount 
more than one pound. 

Other witnesses called were T. J. 
Lalor, local manager of Swift and 
Company, and G. H. Woodward. They 
were requested to submit cost and 
selling prices to the board each time 
a change is made. 

C. & Kious, a member of the Cal- 
ifornia Wholesale Grocery Company, 
said that sugar. laid down in Los 
Angeles and taking all discounts and 
freight into consideration, costs $9.05 
per 100 pounds. This is 80.4 to the 
retailers for $10.20, less a cash dis- 
count of 2 per cent., of which many 
of the smaller dealers cannot take 
advantage. He also said the large 
grocers get an aditional discount 
when a purchase of a given quantity 
is made. He could give no reason 
for the advance from $9.70 to the 
present price of $10.20. He said that 
while sugar is short, there is as 4 
& supply of beet sugar today be- 
fcre the rise. 

‘It is planned by the committee 
to conclude the food inquiry before 
taking up dry goods, shoes and cloth- 
ing, Tomorrow the board is to meet 
in private session and draft its first 
report to the Mayor. At that time, 
recommendations to the Department 
of Justice in the matter of food 
licenses will be considered. 

Cosmo Morgan, who testified Tues- 
day in behalf of the sugar refiners, 
stated yesterday that a statement he

SAILORS DANCE GAILY 
DURING ENGLISH RAIN, 


USUAL POWNPOUR FAILS TO 
DAMPEN ENTHUSIASM OF 
GREAT “VICTORY NIGHT.” 


P. POREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

LONDON, July 20.——Londoners 
were swept off their feet by the 
enthusiastic joyousness of some 
hundreds of sailors from the fleet 
anchored at the mouth of the 
Thames and joined so heartily in 
the Victory Day demonstration last 
right that there was dancing and 
singing in the wet, slippery streets 
of the West End within an hour of 
daylight today, 

Bo many thousands had gathered 
for a night of merrymaking tr the 
hotels and restaurants of the West 
End that when closing time came 
transportation systems were unable 
te take them home. As all tube 
trains stopped soon after midnight, 
there was nothing left for thousands 
but to spend the night in the streets.

CHAMBORD DOMAIN 
Is OWNED BY MEN WHO 
ALLIES. .

BLOIS (France) Aug. 14.—The 
domain of Chambord, one of the 
richest and most interesting of the 
chateau districts of Touraine, and 
which is included in the sequestered 
enemy property in France, will be- 
come the property of the state if a 
petition signed by practically the en- 
tire adult population of the depart- 
ment of the Loir-et-Cher is granted. 

Chambord, which for years has 
been visited annually by thousands 
of tourists, was a hunting preserve 
in 1519, when Francois I began to 
transform it into a royal country 
seat. Since then it has served as 
a residence for Henry Charlies 
IX, Louis XIII, Louis XIV, Stanis- 
las and the last Count of Chamberd, 
pretender to the throne of France 
under the title of Henry V. 

On the death of Henry V, the 
elder branch of the Bourbon fam- 
lly became extinct, and the domain 
of Chambord, with its magnificent 
Rennaissance chateau, passed into 
the hands of the Spanish Bourbons. 

The dozen or more princes who 
had an interest in the property et 
the outbreak of the wat were di- 
vided in their sympathies. Two of 
the princes of Bourbon Parma, Sixte 
and Xavier, fought with the Allies 
in the Belgian army; others fought 
against them with the Austrians. One 
of the princesses of the family, who 
became Empress of Austria, was sus-

It 
owes $220 per capita. Most of this 
debt was created by loan-shark 
{methods however, for Honduras 
would agree to pay $10 to get $1-— 
or some such ridiculous proportion. 

“The name of the country is said 
to be derived from a Spanish term 
meaning ‘depth,’ the early explorers 
having found difficulty in striking 
water shallow enough for anchorage.

Village Smith and City Worker Have 
Been Transformed. 

“I had far rather be a blacksmith 
in & small village, at a third the 
wages received by your automo- 
bile worker, but sitting on my anvil, 
chatting and joking with by friends 
and patrons.” 

Thus speaks Prof. August Lund, 
of the University of Pekin, China, 
criticizing the spirit of American 
industrialism, 

The village blacksmith who used 
to sit on his anvil and chat and joke 
is out of a job. His patrons whirl 
up to his door in a clond of dust 
demanding. “Yank that tire off the 
back there and fix ‘er up; we've 
got to make 100 miles before 
lunch,” and the old man sitting on 
his anvil watches his son and the 
garage helpers turn the trick to 
satisfy the trade. 

The transition from the new to 
the eld has brought about funda- 
mental changes in the status and 
the point of view of the American 
worker, but the result wag not 
thrust upon him against his will. 
What he got he deliberately chose 
and sought because he was dissatis- | 
fied with what he had. He had the 
simple life in which he mixed his 
labor and his social enjoyment 


hour day and went to bed credited 
with a few shillings He learned 
that he worked too long, was paid 
too little and was too much re- 
stricted in hig social advantages, 
and he went out to change these 
conditions, He is at it yet. 

He’ will never go back to sitting 
on the anvil and whiling away the 
long hours with conversation and 
jest. He no longer lookg for his 
social pleasure during working 


tercourse he has learned to prize 
is different. He desires to meet 
his fellows, not as a blacksmith or 
automobfle worker or street clean- 
er, but ag a man, cleaned up, 
dressed up and indistinguishable by 
his garb and manners from his fel- 
lows without regard to occupation.

In a 
word, he has separated his socia!

The professor’s decision, there- 
fore, that the American workman 
lacks a sense of humor because he 
does not chat and joke at his work 
is superficial. The worker prefers 
a briefer day of intensive :abor with 
high production and corresponding 
wages. The shortened work day 
and the increased compensation give 
him opportunity to seek the diver- 
sion he desires. Had the profes- 
sor followed the workers from their 
shop to their homes and places of 
amusement he would have heard 
them laugh and chat, but he would: 
not have recognized them as work- 
ers: he would have seen in them 
only American citizens. This is the 
meaning of the transition from the 
simple life of the village blacksmith 
to the complex existence of the 
modern city worker.—[ Detroit 
News.
